Ist Dixie Negro Delegates At Dem Confab 

Four southern political leaders, including Texas 
rancher Hobart Taylor, registered as members of 
Texas and Maryland delegations at the Democratic 
National Convention in Chicago, and became the first 
Negroes in history to represent their states at a 
party confab. 

Pledged as a supporter of Texas Senator Lyndon 
Johnson, Taylor of Houston is the only Negro from 
a southern state who has full voting privileges as a 
delegate. Because he has announced his support of 
a strong civil rights plank, he may become the only 
southerner to support the floor drive. Also in the 
Texas delegation is Atty. W. J. Durham of Dallas. 

As Maryland’s first Negroes in a Democratic dele- 
gation, Baltimore lawmaker Truly Hatchett and 
lawyer Robert Watts are alternates. The state’s first 
Negro full delegate, Baltimore hotel owner Lloyal 
Randolph, was unable to attend. 

Already regarded as one of Texas’ top politicians, 
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Taylor, whose pres- 
ence in the delega- 
tion provoked one 
white man to re- 
fuse to attend the 
convention, created 
a furor when he es- 
corted his wife, 
Virginia, to social 
functions of his 
state delegation. 
Surprised visitors 
commented: “Tex- 
Belford Lawson (1.) and Mr. and as really must be in 

Mrs. Taylor at convention. the North.” 

Recalling that a few years ago, not even a Negro porter 
was permitted inside a Texas delegation party, white 
visitors (but not Texans) were shocked to see Sen. Lyn- 
don Johnson raising his glass to a toast to Taylor. 


Six Negroes Arrested After Attack By Mob 

Six Negroes, who were attacked by a white Chicago mob 
of about 15 men when they stopped for a traffic light, were 
arrested on disorderly conduct charges by police who 
“stood by and watched” as the white hoodlums set fire to 
their two automobiles. Two couples, Mr. and Mrs. David 
Popular and Mr. and Mrs. Clyde Stanford were attacked 
by the mob that came out of a tavern at the intersection. 
Popular’s car was blocked behind that of Stanford by a 
man who walked in front of it. Another man tried to 
yank open the car door. In the fight, another man pulled 
Mrs. Popular out of the car and struck her repeatedly. 


Tenn. Officials Snubbed In Md. Restaurant 

Two Negro councilmen from Nashville, Z. Alexander 
Looby and Robert Lillard, were refused service at a res- 
taurant in Baltimore although they were among a group 
of Nashville officials surveying the city’s housing develop- 
ment. Looby skipped all further meetings with the group 
although Lillard later rejoined them. 
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White Girl In Negro Home Given Police Protection 

In Vienna, Va., a 19-year-old white girl, Mrs. Ruby T. 
Fincham, was placed under protective police custody after 
shots were fired into the home of Myrtle Neal, a Negro 
woman with whom the girl was living in the all-Negro 
community. Earlier, a cross was burned at the house. The 
girl told police she moved in with the family because she 
has no place else to go and because her recent husband 
refuses to support her. 


Granger Named Veep Of Social Workers 

The first U. S. citizen and the first Negro to hold the 
post, Lester B. Granger, executive director of the National 
Urban League, was elected vice-president of the Inter- 
national Conference of Social Work, meeting in Munich, 
Germany. Mr. Granger headed the 700 member U. S. 
delegation and in 1952 was chairman of the U. S. Com- 
mission to the conference.

May Revoke License Of Biased Mich. Bars 

Bars which discriminate in Michigan on the basis of 
race, creed, color or national origin may have their liquor 
licenses revoked, according to the Michigan Attorney Gen- 
eral’s interpretation of a 1956 ruling which went into 
effect August 11. A ruling on the question was asked by 
Senator Cora M. Brown (D., Mich.) after it was indicated 
some liquor licensees were ready to challenge the ruling.

Roscoe Wyndom Harris, 65, wealthy D. C. realtor, and 
brother-in-law of Ralph Bunche, was found bound, gagged 
and dead in his office by his wife who had gone to take 
him lunch. Mrs. Harris who also served as her husband’s 
secretary rushed downstairs to get a doctor who pro- 
nounced him dead. Police said his wallet was missing, and 
that cause of death had not been immediately determined.

Norris B. Herndon, millionaire president of the 
Atlanta Life Insurance Co., was granted a city build- 
ing permit calling for an expenditure of $32,000 to 
repair and alter his mansion located near Morris 
Brown College and Herndon Stadium. 











Bus Boycott Lawyer To Report For Draft 

With “no choice but to report,” Montgomery bus boy- 
cott lawyer Fred Gray Jr. was scheduled to face military 
induction on August 16, following refusal of the Presiden- 
tial Appeals Board in Washington to return him to classi- 
fication 4D. Gray, assistant pastor of the Holt Street 
Church of Christ, appealed his 1A status on the basis of 
his duties with the 350-400 member congregation, and 
charged he was put in 1A by the local board only because 
of his efforts with the bus boycott and his prosecution of 
a suit to end bus segregation.

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WHY DR. HOWARD LEFT MISSISSIPPI

M. Howard solemnly, almost tearfully announced that he 
has abandoned the Delta State for good. 

Leaving behind a virtual empire of cotton land, rental 
properties and a fully-equipped clinic which he has ac- 
cumulated since he moved into the little all-Negro com- 
munity of Mound Bayou in 1942, the one-time farm boy 
from Murray, Ky., is giving way to the bitter threats of 
whites who have sworn everything on him, from hanging 
to maiming. The 48-year-old physician reflected on 14 
years of fighting the race’s battles from his tiny beach- 
head in Mound Bayou and concludes, “I feel I can do 
more in the battle for Negro rights alive anywhere in the 
North than dead in a weed-grown grave in Dixie.” 

Since the infamous murder of Emmett Till just a year 
ago this month, Dr. Howard has been eloquently and fear- 
lessly blasting white supremacists from pulpit and lecture 
platform almost without thought to his own safety. But 
recently he learned just how hard he has hit. “Only last

February,” Dr. Howard relates, “I learned that White 
Citizens Councils in the Delta Country have put a $1,000 
price tag on my head. They’ll pay that money to any 
Negro who dares kill me.” 

Now, he observes sadly, “I don’t know who to trust. But 
both Negro and white friends I had—an4d still have—down 
there convince me that I had better get out. I owe that 
much at least to my family.” 

For Dr. Howard, leaving Mississippi was a hard decision 
to make. Aside from the thriving clinic which he operated 
in Mound Bayou, he owned a solid block of modern homes 
in the little town, perhaps the best housing for Negroes 
available. In addition, he owned hundreds of acres of 
rich farmland which made him many times over a wealthy 
man. The farmland has been sold, lot by lot, to Negro 
farmers in Mississippi. One 360-acre island of cotton land, 
surrounded on all sides by white plantations, was sold to

a white syndicate. And his newly-built clinic was sold to 
the 18,000 members of the United Order of Friendship, a 
fraternal and benefit organization which Howard founded 
in 1948. A rich medical practice was taken over by Dr. E. P. 
Burton who was associated with him in the clinic. 

Most prized of all of the physician’s ventures is the Mis- 
sissippi Council for Negro Leadership which he founded 
and has headed since 1951. Strongest and loudest voice in 
Mississippi for Negro rights, that group now functions, 
more subdued since Dr. Howard departed, under the 
guidance of Clarksdale mortician John J. Melcher. 

Dr. Howard estimates that he has lost more than $100,- 
000 in disposing of his holdings in Mississippi. “But it 
was a move I had to make to save myself and my family,” 
he says. “There is not the slightest doubt in my mind that 
I am marked for death in my own state.” 

The decision of where to settle was almost as difficult 
as the one Dr. Howard made when he left Mound Bayou. 
After traveling thousands of miles telling the Emmett Till 
story, he thought 
first of establishing 
himself and his 
family in Los Ange- 
les, where he had 
lived as a student 
at the College of 
Medical Evange- 
lists. 

But later he de- 
cided on Chicago’s 
South Side where 
he accepted a post 
as medical director 
of the Fuller Prod- 
ucts Co., a Negro- 
owned manufac-

On the political front Dr. Howard said he has definitely 
broken with the Democratic Party with which he has been 
associated for nearly 25 years. “I intend to vote for and 
actively support the Republican ticket this year and on 
into the indefinite future, says Dr. Howard. Though deny- 
ing any personal political ambitions, Dr. Howard said he 
could not in good faith support any Democratic candidate. 
He explains, “A vote for any Democratic candidate any- 
where for any Office is simply a vote for my former neigh- 
bor, Sen. James Eastland. I’m asked if I can go along with 
people like Wisconsin Sen. Joseph McCarthy. I don’t like 
to but I will. I’d far rather side with McCarthy who thinks 
there’s a Communist under every bed, than with Senator 
Eastland who thinks there should be a Negro dangling 
from every rope.” 
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Confidential: When Minneapolis’ Campaign for Cour- 
age drive awarded $500 to the Elloree, S. C. teachers 
who resigned rather than quit the NAACP, the teach- 
ers, many of whom need cash, voted to give the money 
to the NAACP ...N. Y. Assemblywoman Bessie Bu- 
chanan was named to escort the vice president nomi- 
nee to the convention floor, and became the first Negro 
woman ever assigned such a post .. . . in the U.S. few 
manufacturers use Negro models in product advertise- 
ments.

A total of 23 Zulu warriors were sentenced to death in 
Durban, South Africa, for murdering five policemen who 
stumbled on a huge valley filled with cultivated mari- 
juana in the Drakensberg mountains. The presiding judge 
said the tribesmen, armed with razor-sharp spears, were 
summoned to a hilltop by a bugle call.

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WHITE MILLIONAIRE HEIRESS ASKS 
’ The 31-month marriage 
of white real estate heir- 
ess Helen Leidesdorf Son- 
nenborn Banks, 35, and 
45-year-old ex-dancer 
and businessman Charles 
Banks appeared to col- 
lapse amid bitter charges 
and countercharges in 
New York. Mrs. Banks, 
twice-divorced heiress to 
millions in Park Avenue 
office buildings, abruptly 
canceled her Negro hus- 
band’s access to an al- 
most unlimited bank ac- 
count, moved to evict 
him from their $60, 000 home in Ossining, N. Y., and de- 
clared that she will file for a “quick and final” divorce.

Millionaire’s Widow In Uphill Battle For Estate 


Mrs. Mary F. Cole, widow 
of Chicago’s late million- 
aire insurance and burial 
tycoon, Robert A. Cole, be- 
gan an uphill court battle 
last week to gain undis- 
puted control of her hus- 
band’s vast estate. Though 
xy » A appointed administratrix 
Mrs. Cole Hawes of Cole’s personal assets, 
which included the $1 million Metropolitan Funeral Par- 
lors (the world’s largest), the socialite widow found her- 
self confronted with more than a half-dozen business 
associates and relatives who challenged her right to take 
over the Cole reins. Chief among her foes were under- 
taker Theodore Hawes, director of the funeral parlor, 
Atty. Edward Toles, and several unidentified nephews 
who were employed at the Metropolitan Garage, an addi- 
tional separate firm. Both Hawes and Toles made an 
effort to oust Mrs. Cole on the basis of a 1953 will, which 
they claim named them as executors and trustees of the 
estate. Chicago probate judge Charles G. Seidell, how- 
ever, awarded Mrs. Cole powers to collect and dispense 
with all funds due the estate, in spite of the reported ex- 
istence of the 1953 will. 

At week’s end, only one other will had turned up—an 
unsigned one, dated in 1946—which was found in a safe 
in Mr. Cole’s private office and which was not legally 
acceptable. Also found in the safe was $2,700 in cash; a 
certified check for $5,000; bonds totaling an undisclosed 
sum; several insurance policies of unnamed value; and 
part of Mrs. Cole’s personal jewelry, including several 
diamond rings and a diamond-studded wedding band. 
Another safety deposit box in Chicago’s First National 
bank, yet unopened, may shed further light on the Cole 
estate. 
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Houston Survey Shows Negro Economic Gains 


For the nation’s businessmen, and particularly those of 
Houston, Texas, a recently ended 18-month survey of the 
city’s 156,000 Negroes and how they spend $168 million 
per year brought added evidence of a huge untapped 
market. Conducted by Prof. Henry Allen Bullock, a Texas 
Southern University Ph.D., the close scrutiny of the Negro 
population and its income and outgo dispelled the oft- 
stated story that they are spendthrifts, and buy luxuries 
before necessities. Their move toward economic equality 
with whites is a prelude to total equality, the professor 
concluded. 


Anti-Negro Insurance Co. Banned From West Point 


An insurance company which refused protection to 
“persons with a strain of Negro blood,” was ordered by 
the West Point Military Academy to either change its 
policy or quit soliciting among the academy’s cadets. The 
Modern Woodmen of America received the order as a 
result of a protest to Congressman Adam Clayton Powell 
by West Point graduate, Lt. Lewis C. Olive, who claimed 
the company cancelled his policy while he was enrolled 
at the military academy.
